I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 2-6 were previously cancelled. Claims 1 and 7 have been amended per the Examiner' s 
request in Paper No. 1203. No new claims have been added. 

Claims 1 and 7 are therefore presently pending in the case. 
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II. Su pport for the Amended Claims 

Claims 1 and 7 have been amended to recite the sequence elected by Applicants in the prior 
response. Support for these claims can be found throughout the specification and Claims 1 and 7 as 
originally filed.
